Trends in livestock populations on 
Adams county farms during the last 
year are indicated in the results of a 
livestock inventory taken by county 
vocational agriculture students of 
148 typical county farms ranging in 
size from five acres to 400 acres. 
The figures, compiled by Richard 
C. Lighter, county vocational educa­ 
tion adviser, show th at the cattle and 
chicken populations in Adams county 
are on the increase. The num ber of 
horses showed a continued steady 
decline, while the swine population 
rem ained nearly stationary. 
Average of 14 Cattle 
On the .surveyed farms, which rep­ 
resent a total of nearly 18.000 acres, j 
the average cattle population was 
about 14 head while the average flock 
of chickens numbered 291, about 70; 
more than last year’s average. The J 
average farm had less than two j 
horses, one mule, one sheep, between 
13 and 14 swine, five turkeys, five , 
ducks and geese and alm ost an j 
average of one hive of bees. Of tilt* j 
farm s studied, most contained about | 
120 acres.

T he foreman, Isudore Donner, said 
23 or 25 persons were working in 
the departm ent and 77 in the entire 
building. 
No one realized, he said, 
until an hour after the fire that 
anyone had remained iii the room.

FAMILY? 
For income tax purposes there can 
bo only one head of a family. In ad­ 
dition to being the chief financial 
support, the head of a family must 
be related by blood, marriage, or 
adoption to his dependents, and he 
must have a legal or moral obliga­ 
tion to exercise family control over 
them and provide for their care. As 
such he is entitled to the same ex­

The specifications, complete, are 
given in “Technology Review,” pub­ 
lished by the Massachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology. 
The Incendiaries are known as 
electron bombs because they are 
mainly a shell of electron metal, the 
name of an alloy 80 per cent mag­ 
nesium and 20 per cent hardening 
metal.
